Washington—A far more impor- 


tant precedent than making the em- 
bassies and legations "dry" is in- 
volved in the letter from the British 
ambassador to a private citizen who 
is asked that diplomatic immunity 
on £he importation and use of intoxi- 
cants be waived. 


Sir Esme Howard, dean of the dip- 


lomatic corps, is ready to have his 
embassy give up the privilege if the 
United States 
government wants 


him to do so. There's the rub. Should 
the United States government ask 
the ambassadors 
and ministers to 


forego their privileges of immunity 
of the laws and customs of the land 
to which they are accredited? 
If 


America;' one of the leading nations 
in the world, makes such a request 
and it is granted, then every other 
nation in the world 
may ask for 


whatever conformity it desires to 
its own laws and customs and the 
whole structure of diplomatic im- 
munity collapses. 


The question is whether diplomat- 


ic immunity is as important nowa- 
days as it used to be. Turkey and 
China in recent 
years have raised 


the question of extraterritoriality 
which applies to all foreigners, but 
no nation has ever suggested aban- 
donment _of diplomatic immunity for 
official representatives. The immun- 
ity -Is 1'Tiased on the theory, that the 
ambassador represent the sovereign 
of his country and is entitled to all 
the courtesies that would be render- 
ed to a visiting monarch. The exten- 
sion of diplomatic immunity to the 
secretaries 
and 
members of the 


household is more a development of 
convenience than a legal necessity.

LAUDS CHURCH 
FOR STRUGGLE 
AGAINST WAR 


Former Secretary 
Kellogg 


Says It Is Fighting Worst 


Tyranny: of All 


St. Paul —OP)— The 
Christian 


church of today is fighting the wors 
tyranny of all time, war, and is the 
greatest influence behind efforts be 
ing made in the direction of world 
peace, Frank B. Kellogg of St. Paul 
former secretary of state, told th» 
141st general assembly of the Pres 
byterian church in the United States 
of America here today. 


In brief address, 
Mr. Kellogg 


reviewed the making of the Paris 
peace pact with its declaration o 
renouncing war as an instrument o: 
national policy, saying that the docu 
ment is unique and requires world 
Iwide public sentiment for its assur 
ance of success. 


"The greatest force behind th 


n ovement for "World peace is the 
Christian church of the world," Mr 
Kellogg said. "It has been the mos 
effective moulder of public opinion 
in support of peace in the last cen 
tury and the treaty requires the pub- 
lic opini.-n of the world to make it 
effective. 


"When M. Briand of France de 


clared the willingness of his coun- 
try to agree to a treaty to renounnce 
war, it was received with great en- 
thusiasm in the United States, 
was criticized somewhat for not act- 
ing at once. But after a long dis- 
cussion and thought I came to the 
conclusion that if we were to change 
the policy of centuries we must have 
not a single treaty between two na- 
tions but one treaty between all na 
tions backed by public opinion. 


NEEDED PUBLIC OPINION 
"No secret treaty of his impor 


tance could be negotiated, I felt, for 
behind it should be the opinion of al 
peoples and Jiations. I therefore ask. 
ed that all notes leading to the draft- 
ins of-the treaty ^be made available 
to the press all over the world. 


"When the proposition 'was first 


made 
for making: a 
multi-lateral 


treaty—well, it was not 
received 


with favor. It was even said that 
the proposal was started bv the pres- 
ident and myself for political pur- 
poses for the campaign then ap- 
proaching. 
Others said it was only 
a gesture. 


"What wf needed, however, I be- 


lieved, was a simple declaration re 
nouncing war. That was the corner- 
stone around which nations had to 
build for perpetual peace. 


"Universal pace is the dream 


all the nations of the world today. 
The change in public sentiment has 
come primarily, from the harbor of 
the last war; but, and I think this 
ii important also, from the education 
and efforts of the Christian church- 
es. 


"Ever since the Roman empire 


ifild sway over the world the Chris- 
tian churches have fought tryanny. 
Slavery faded from the world before 
its influence. 


"You are truly fighting the most 


unholy tyranny of all 
times—the 


Tyranny of war. May every influence 
DC brought to bear that this may go 
'orward so that nations may in the 
future work out their own destinies."

"While the church ought at all 


times to give the government if.s 
moral support, that duty instantly 
becomes more premptory and exact- 
ing in a time of crisis," the assem- 
bly was told by the committee which 
then referred to the address of Pres- 
ident Hoover at the Associated Press 
luncheon at New York in April, say- 
ing: 


"When the president of the United 
States can say in a carefully pre- 
pared address that in his opinion 
what we are suffering from is no 
passing crime wave, but that it 
seems to him more like a, subsidence 
of the very moral foundations-upon 
which our republic 
rests, 
there 


should be no doubt in the mind of 
any one that the cation is facing a 
crisis as grave as any in our his- 
tory. 
The American people have 


seldom, if ever, received a more 
weighty and solemn call to rouse it- 
self and fight for its life than in this 
address of our chief executive. 
It 


is like 'fate knocking at the door'." 


MUST PLEDGE HELP

614,172,621 calls were made, an in- 
crease of 28.3 per cent over 
1922. 


The wire' mileage of 63,886,182 was

375,272. 


Every state in the union showed 


an increase in number of telephones 
in use, led by Florida with a, 103.7 
per cent gain.

tuberculosis but before its can be 
said they have a postive case of the 
disease, further tests and examina 
tions not possible to make in a clin- 
ic will ha\e to be given them. There 
were three cases of quiescent or 
"sleeping" tuberculosis. Five persons 
had a healed lesion condition wh'ch 
means they have had tuberculosis at 
some former time but now the dis* 
ease is apparently arrested Persons 
with this condition are urged to have 
their health checked up on periodic- 
ally so that the disease may not 
"light up" again under stress or 
strain. Twenty cl'nic patients had 
had intimate contact with tubercul 
ous persons. 


CONNECT DEFECTS, URGE

tuberculous one—a pulmonary infec- 
tion, non-tuberculous. This condition 
shows the lungs 
of these 
persons 


have been weakened through pneu 
monia or influenza. Because weaken 
ed lungs provide fertile soil for tuber- 
culosis germs and because this dis- 
ease usually develops gradually, per- 
sons with this condition are urged 
to have their health checked up on 
periodically so that they may not un- 
knowingly develop tuberculosis.

VALUATION CASE

court's decision in the railroad valua- 
tion case will probably not be* immedi- 
ately disconcerting. The railroads have 
shown no indication of an attempt to 
have their valuations arbitrarily raised 
and to ask for higher rates. President 
Crowley of the New York Central says 
the decision "does not appear to pro- 
vide the occasion for any program at 
this time looking to a general increase 
in railroad rates, which must always 
be influenced largely by commercial 
conditions." President Sargent of the 
Chicago and Northwestern says "it 
will encourage further 
development 


and improvement, and probably will 
not adversely 
affect rate structures, 


because they have been and, will con- 
tinue to be on what the traffic will rea-

selves and others the public added for 
good measure. No one wants to see the 
railroads harassed as they have been 


. in the past, nor does anyone wish to 


see the railroads themselves again take 
advantage of the public. 
All should 


* wish to see the railroads prosper. 


Many of the properties could stand 


additional prosperity, thereby making 
it possible to improve their facilities 
for serving the public. It does not fol- 
low, however, that this increased pros- 
perity must necessarily depend upon 
increased revenue based upon high 


. rates. It is a patent fact that great 


economies can be introduced into rail- 
way operation by consolidations and 
other measures. Furthermore, in some 
instances at least more capable and 
more efficient management can be had. 
There has been need of internal reno- 
vation of the railway business as well 
as need _for external assistance. 


It is not a question of the justice of 


rate increases for the railroads, which 
from time to time may and doubtless 
will be authorized. It is a question of 
the basis on which the right to ask and 
be given increases rests. It is the vio- 
lent change in this basis brought about 
by the supreme court's decision in 
holding that valuations must be based 
to a large degree upon reproduction 
costs that raises a sharp division of 
public opinion. The difference is over 
the principle involved as well as its 
application. If it is true that valuations 
fixed upon reproduction costs would 
more than double the total appraisal of 
railway properties, it is obvious that 
the decision is wrong as a matter of 
justice and right, for no such sound 
and real value can exist. The supreme 
court decision is, therefore, disturbing 
regardless of what the railroads may

THE TELEGRAPH 


Eighty-five years ago today America thrilled 


to the announcement that Samuel F. B. Morse's 
invention the telegraph, had proved itself a suc- 
cess. A message had been sent over the experi- 
mental wires between Washington and Baltimore. 
The text of the brief message, "What hath God 
wrought?", has 
since been taught to every 


schoolboy. 


The experiment was made possible by the fact 


that Congress appropriated $30,000 in the closing 
moments of the 1843 session to pay its cost. 
Morse's instrument was set up in the chambers 
of the supreme court in the capitol and from 
there the first message was sent. 


The telegraph that Morse invented weighed 


approximately 300 pounds. 
Today's instrument 


weighs less than three. Despite this, however, 
there have been few essential changes made in 
the principle. 


A little known, fact about Morse is that he re- 


ceived, as the result of his revolutionary inven- 
tion, more medals and honorary degrees than 
perhaps any other man who ever lived. He ex- 
perimented with photography m its early days 
and took the first -daguerreotypes in the United 
States.

SUNBURN AND TAN 


A coat of tan formerly a calamity 


in the eyes of fashion. A few years 
agoJ received lots of inquiries from 
readers who had incautiously acquir- 
ed a little tan while on summer va 
cation and now wished to be rid of it 
m a hurry. Today no such inquiries 
come in. Now the young people are 
counterfeiting a coat of tan when 
they are unable to acquire a natural 
ne. 
It is not necessary to be burned in 


order to become tanned. Physicians 
using ultraviolet light, whether from 
the sun or from a lamp, strive to 
avoid even mild burning of the skin 
treated. Some authorities on the use 
of ultraviolet light for the prevention 
of rickets in infants believe the treat- 
ment is most efficacious when the 
dosage is so small and so infrequent 
as to prevent even tanning. Hereto- 
fore physicians have assumed that 
the process of tanning was at least 
a good index that the ultraviolet 
light was accomplishing the desired 
cure. At-any rate, in hospitals where 
sun bathing and artificial ultraviolet 
treatment is used extensively, the 
children with all forms of tubercul- 
osis do develop a deep mahogany tan 
of the whole body surface as the tu- 
berculous lesion or process becomes 
arrested. The texture and healthiness 
of the skin seern to improve with the 
tanning. When a patient has acquir- 
ed a rich mahogany tan his skin 
seems always -ssarm, and the patient 
feels comfortable, v,hen and \\here 
most of us would be chattering with 
cold. 


Sunburn is an extremely unpleas- 


ant accident and in severe cases it 
is quite as serious as a burn of 
equal aiea from fire. Even a mild or 
first degree sunburn (simple redden- 
ing of the skin without formation of 
blisters) does not hasten the tan- 
ning process and so the young in- 
door dweller who seeks a coat of 
tan in a short summer -vacation had 
better be cautious about exposing the 
skin to the sunlight. It is a good plan 
to follow a .graduated schedule, ex- 
posing the skm only five or ten 
minutes at a time, for three succes- 
sive times, the first day; increasing 
the periods of exposure- only five 
minutes a day. Where the sunlight 
is strong and nearly vertical, even 
these short exposures may prove too 
long.

not so certain as it is now that the 
Lincoln material is almost inexhaust- 
ible and that no single biographer 
has a monopoly on it. If Miss Tar- 
bell had been timid or less sure ,of 
herself than she was she would prob- 
ably have yielded to the one great 
authority on Lincoln at that time 
and would have looked for another 
subject. 


But she pointed out to Nicholay 


that even after only a superficial 
search she had discovered a couple 
of letters that neither Nicholay or 
Hay knew -nhere in existence. From 
this she argued that there might be 
a great deal of -other material. At 
any rate she determined to find out 
and the result was her life of Lin- 
coln and her later volume, "In the 
Footsteps of Lincoln." 


In defense of her temerity she ar- 


gued that e-ven if Nicholay and Kay 
had cornei ed all the material, she 
wouftt still have been justified 
in 


writing a short life of Lincoln. The 
Nicholay and Hay biography is in 
ten thick volumes. 
Comparatively 


few have the leisure to wade through 
all those books. She admitted that 
it is a great biography but she ar- 
gued that a shorter volume would fill 
a real need 


She might have gone further. Ev- 


en those who have read the ten big 
volumes of Nicholay and Hay can 
profitably read a shorter life of Lin- 
coln.

A village president cannot bold the 


office of county supervisor at the 
same tune, according to an opinion 
published in the May issue of "The 
Municipality." The opinion is in the 
"legal notes" department, which is 
edited by Frank R. Bentley, legal 
counsel of the League of Wisconsin 
Municipalities, and was prepared up- 
on receipt of a communication re- 
garding this subject. 


The question put to the magazine 


Was: Is it lawful for an assembly- 
rr.zz r.cTr servfr.- to h?!5 the off!"? 
of president and supervisor in the 
village in which be resides? 
1 The following answer was submit- 
ted: 


"I am assuming that he resides in 


a county of less than 250,000 inhabit- 
ants. To answer your question we 
must consider both constitutional 
and statutory provisions. Article 13 
of our state constitution, Section 9, 
provides the manner for the election 
-of village, officer, and this is the only 


provision in the constitution relative 
thereto. This article provides that 
village officers shall be elected by 
the electors of such village or of 
some division thereof, or appointed 
by'such authority as the legislature 
shall so designate for that purpose. 
This provision includes the office of 
supervisor and president. 


"Section 61.19 of the 
Statutes 


reads as follows: 


HERE IS LAW 
" 'At the annual election in each 


village there shall be chosen the fol- 
lowing officers, viz.: a president, a 
clerk, a treasurer, an assessor, a su- 
pervisor, • a' constable and a justice 
of the peace 
* 


"Subdivision (3) of Section 69.04 of 


the Statutes provides the functions 
and government of counties and pro- 
vides that in the counties containing 
/less than 250,000 inhabitants, 
the 


county, board shall consist, among 
other things, of a supervisor from 
every'incorporated village,' or part of 
such village in the county. 
'--"Paragraph (d) of Section 59.03: 
Subdivision (2) provides as follows: 
-•" " 'Notwithstanding, any other pro- 


" vision 'of • the statutes, a supervisor 
from'a, city, city ward, or a part of 
"a .city ward, or village or a part of 
a village, sBall be elected by the elec- 
"tors thereof at the same time that 
the city or village officers are elected. 
: 
"This provision in the county gov- 


ernment specifying the manner of 
the election of a supervisor harmon- 
izes with the provision of 61.19 rela- 
tive to the-manner of elections in 
"villages. 


"One 
of the past attorney gener- 


als rendered an opinion to the effect 
that an alderman in a city and the 
mayor could be one and the same 
person, and it might bexlhat from 
-such opinion it could be concluded 
that the president of your • village 
and the supervisor could hold the 
same office.. To~ my mind, however, 
there is-very grave doubt whether or 


• not a village under the language of 


61;19 
can«ifave the same person as 


president and supervisor. ' 


LANGUAGE IS POSITIVE 


''This language states postiveiy 


that certain definite officers shall be 
chosen, .one of which is a -president 
and one, of which is a supervisor. 
This to my mind shows that the per- 
sons holding these offices must be 
two different persons. My opinion is 
strengthened by. the further fact that 
a supervisor is in the nature of a 
county officer, under Chapter 59 of 
the Statutes above referred to, and 
that the. duties and requirements of 
him as-such Officer in the county 


• board proceedings might easily 
be 


in conflict at; times with his acts 
as president of the village. If so, the 
two offices would be incompatible, 
and the same person could not hold 
the two offices. I find no opinion 
from the attorney general, nor any 
decision from our own supreme court 
on this question. There are deci- 
sions in other states holding posi- 
tively that no municipal officer shall 
hold two offices in the municipality, 
but those situations are generally un- 
der constitutional provision, different 
from those of our own state relative 
to holding of offices by county and 
state officers. I am, however, in view 
of the specific provisions relative to 
the election of officers in villages as 
above outlined, of the opinion that 
the office of president and supervisor 
can not be held by the same person. 


"The other part of your question 


relative to whether or not a member 
of the legislature can be president 
of your village, or supervisor of 


Philadelphia—-There has t>een a

cision in the St. Ixmis and O'Fallon 
railroad case vlll have far-reaching' 
effect on the rate base for other 
utilities is not justified by the opinion 
according- to Ray "U". Clark. Madi- 
son, public utilities attorney. 


The published claim that the de- 


cision •would result in higher rates 
for utilities generally is not justified 
"since the question of what weight 
is griven to various elements of value 
is expressly 
not decided by 
the

"In the popular understanding, the 


case involved the question of wheth- 
er, in valuing the property of a rail- 
road or other property devoted to 
public use, the controlling; element 
must be the estimated cost of re- 
producing the property at labor and 
material prices current at the time 
of the inquiry. 


"It is true that the decision of the 


court, in effect, is that any proper 
valuation must take into 
account 


such present day cost of reproducing 
the property. 


"The general, impression gathered 


from press dispatches dealing with 
the decision is that the court has 
finally determined and announced that 
cost of reproduction at present-day 
prices is the controlling element in 
all valuations. 


*The court went no further than 


to reiterate what has already been 
said in previous decisions, namely, 
that due consideration must be given 
to the cost of labor and materials at 
the time, the investigation is made 
as one of the factors entering into 
any intelligent and lawful determina- 
t'on of the value." 


Mr. Clark quoted extracts from 


the opinion of the court which gave 
previous opinions as remote as thirty 
years ago in which this point was 
emphasized. 


AVOID REMARKS 


"The court .carefully avoids the 


use of any language which might 
be taken as establishing that such 
reproduction cost must be regarded 
as the controlling factor. 


"Indeed, the court expressly says: 
" 'The question on which the com- 


mission divided is: when seeking to 
ascertain the value of railroad prop- 
erty for recapture "purposes, must it 
give consideration to current or re- 
production costs? The weight to be 
accorded thereto is not the matter 
before ur. No doubt there are somp, 
perhaps many, railroads,

ed far ''elow the sum necessary for 
reproduction.' "

privileges also in- 


volve the laying out of large sums 
by the shareholders . The quarterly 
income tax payments also must be 
taken into account with regard to 
the sums which 
will be withdrawn 


from the commercial money market 
around June 15.1 


This situation is not a dangerous 


one. 
The demand for money is of a 


healthy character 
despite its huge 


size. The country undoubtedly has 
an amply supply of money to satisfy 
all the needs enumerated above and 
any others 
which 
may normally 


arise. 


The industrial concerns are prob- 


ably, on a higher and stronger finan- 
cial footing today, talcing the coun 
try as a whole, than ever before. The 
only problem involved is in keeping 
the money supply available. 
This 


presents no difficulties so far as the 
physical condition of business is con- 
cerned. It involves a matter of pub- 
lic sentiment.

ment at the annual meeting 
Satur- 


day that Iowa, had been expelled "for 
violation of the rule prohibiting re- 
cruiting and subsidizing of athletes." 
Names of the athletes so subsidized 
were not revealed. 


Paul Belting issued ft statement 


charging he was compelled to give 
up his position as athletic director at 
Iowa because he refused to~ permit 
diversion of the 
school's 
athletic 


fund to aid athletes. 


One thousand Iowa students parad- 


ed the streets of Iowa City Sunday in 
protest of the expulsion, 
storming 


the residence of President Walter 
Jessup for explanation of the action 
and later congregating in a plan to 
rotten egg Belting. 


A declaration was issued by Presi- 


dent Jessup that he knew nothing 
about the charge, the identity of the 
accuser*, or the nature of the expul- 
sion order. 


Professor Lewis Pelzer, Iowa's rep- 


I 


resentative, and secretary of the 
conference athletic., committee, -ad- 
fnitled that alleged maintenance of a 
slush fund by wealthy 
Iowa City 


residents, for the financing of ath- 
letes, was one of ' th'e charges oil 
which the expulsion was based. 


Emphatic announcement by the 


Chicago Alumni association of 
the 


University of fowa, that "if 
Iowa 


goes out, the alumni will find out 
why some others don't get out too." 


Vigorous comment was made by 


Clarence Cook Little who recently 
resigned as president of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who charged 
the 


committee permitted commercial con- 
sideration to sway it in setting the 
date of expulsion at Jan. 1, 1930, in- 
stead of making the 
order imme- 


diately effective; and that the com- 
mittee should have given out all de- 
tails of the case, in fairness to' the 
public and as a lesson to other mem- 
ber schools. 


Charges by Iowa ,students and 


alumni that Minnesota had been on

Iowa and that the dropping of Iowa 
was the result of a "political group" 
within the conference, Major John L. 
Griffith, athletic commissioner of the 
conference, declared in a statement 
that recruiting and 
subsidizing of 


athletes/ was so bad in the Big Ten

schedules last week had to "be post- 
poned.

Professor 
Jones to Show 


Importance of P r o p e r 
Farm Sewage Disposal 


A septic tank demonstration will 


be held on the farm of Ed. Miller, 
about four miles west of Appleton, 
on June by Professor E. E. Jones 
of the agricultural engineering de- 
partment of the University of Wis- 
consin. This is one o£ SO deinoriatra.- 
tions planned for various sections of 
the state. 


A special truck has been equipped 


for this work with charts to show 
the farmer the action and principle 
•>f the septic tank. The demonstra- 
tions are planned in an attempt to 
improve the sanitary conditions in 
;he farming communities. 


One of the main sanitation prob- 


lems of the farmer is the disposition 
of his waste in 'a' nianner that will 
not contaminate his -water supply. 
The septic tank, which is demon- 
strated by Professor Jones, is both 
inexpensive and effective. 


The septic tank operates on the 


principle of rotting, or bacterial de- 
composition. Household waste is held 
in the tank for 24 hours where the 
first step in 
decomposition takes 


place. The waste is then freed and 
the step is completed when the ef- 
fluent from the tank is discharged 
Into a distributing system which in- 
lures an abundance of oxygen. 


Inauguration of septic tank sys- 


tems in farming communities has 
Been found to materially decrease 
the amount of 'illness and fatalities 
from diseases which are known to 
result from . improper disposition of 
'sewage. Some of these examples will

SEEN BY EXPERTS 


State Agriculture Economist 


Has Optimistic View of 
Situation 


Higher hog prices are in the "off- 


ing," is the optimistic news of ec- 
onomists, who base their predictions 
on the prices of the past^ in the light 
of present conditions, according to 
word received by Gus Sell, county 
agent, from P. E. McNall, agricul- 
tural economist at the University of 
Wisconsin. The is one of those who

He has studied the prices of the past 
two decades, and has 
found 
that 


hogs have been relatively high every 
four years since 1910. The last high 
point was in 1927, and if the future 
can be forecast from the past, this 
means that swine prices will soon 
start climbing upward. 


The time between one high peak in 


prices and the next rise is called a 
cycle. In the .cycle of hog prices, the 
lowest prices are generally midway 
between the high points. Following 
a change in the trend of prices, it 
takes swine growers one to two years 
to increase or decrease production, 
he has found. 


Fewer hogs will appear 
on the 


market this fall, McNall says, for 5 
per cent less pigs were farrowed 
last year than the preceding season. 
Furthermore, there were five million 
less hogs on farms at the start of 
this year than the year before. Few- 
er pigs were also farrowed this 
spring on corn belt farms than a 
year ago. The foreign demand for

pork, which 
in 1928 


amounted to one-tenth of our pro- 
duction-, appears very favorable, but, 
he adds, the credit situation is at 
present an unknown factor in fore- 
casting consumption.

New York — More people are in-

A great 
many have made large profits by the 
rise in prices extending with inter' 
ructions over the last three or four 
years. Some of them have lost and 
doubtless more will lose. All of them 
are asking whether or not this is 
time to buy stocks and if so what 
stocks to buy. 


Now I do not know the answer to

I can, however, 
list

points to be examined by anyone 
who is trying to make up his mind 
whether or not to buy common 
stocks outright for permanent hold- 
ing.

during the war. It is in these appli- 
cations that danger is ever-present, 
although efficient 
safety measures 


have been taken. 


In face of their dangers, however, 


poisonous chemicals are being 
ap- 


plied to industry as they have- never 
been before. And all for the im- 
provement of humanity. 


Chlorine was the first gas to be 


applied in warfare, when the Ger- 
mans m 1915 directed a long, green- 
ish-yellow cloud of this gas toward 
the Canadian lines at Tpres. It was 
such a surprise that it {Hsrupted the 
allied defense for a time as helpless 
men died in agony. 


Today chlorine is a benefactor of 


mankind. It has been found useful 
in the prevention, and treatment of 
the respiratory diseases. A spe 
dally constructed gas chamber at 
the army Edgewood, Md., arsenal 
has been the salvation of many lives 
Former President Coohdge took this 
treatment at one time, and so did 
many congressmen and senators. In 
one year, it is said, such use of 
chlorine would save more lives than 
Were destroyed by poisonous gases 
during the entire World war. 


CUTS TYPHOID RATE 


This, is only one peace-time use for 


chlorine. It is being dropped into 
the sewage and water supply sys- 
tems of- many communities, prevent- 
ing disease and making life more 
•liveable in congested districts. One 
Important result was a 70 per cent 
reduction in the typhoid death rate 
in cities from 191S to 1919. 


Following chlorine in the war, 


earns phosgene, a much more dead 
ly chemical that only last year 
spread death and terror throughout 
Hamburg, -when, it leaked out of a 
container being transported through 
the streets. Tet phosgene today is 
an important chemical in the manu- 
facture of 
delicate 
perfumes-, 
In 


bleaching the sand used for glass 
making. It is also an effective de- 
Btroyer of rodents and insect pests. 


Mustard gas followed this chemi- 


cal and soon proved to be, the most 
effective weapon, of its kind during 
the war. It is another step toward 
a much more deadly gas that Prof. 
W. Lee Lewis, formerly of North- 
Western university, originated. It 
was called Lewisite, for lacK of a 
more descriptive name, and had ar- 
eenic as its most important element. 


MAY BE PARESIS CUBE 


Today both mustard gas and Lew- 


isite, terrifying as they are in them- 
selves, are finding helpful use in in- 
dustry and medicine. Lewisite is 
now being experimented with as a 
possible cure for the deadly brain- 
disease called paresis. 


Ethylene, one of the chemicals 


used in the manufacture of mustard 
gas, is now taking the place ol acet- 
ylene- in welding. Another mustard 
gas chemical, sulphur chloride, takes 
an Important part in the manufac- 
ture of rubber. 


The dye- industry is perhaps the 


greatest user of such chemicals. As 
a result of their concerted experi- 
mental 
efforts 
during the 
war, 


American chemists have succeeded 
in elevating our dye industry to per- 
haps the greatest in the world. Yet 
every dye ^factory is a potential ar- 
senal for gas warfare. 


Agriculture, too, is dependent to 


a great extent on the good, to be de- 
rived from chemicals that may well 
kill whole regiments In wartime. In 
powdered form they are scattered 
from airplanes on insect pests that 
infest the fields and orchards. Re- 
sults have been gratifying. 
Espe- 


cially in fighting the cotton boll 
weevil. 


An unusual use for what was 


called "sneeze gas," but which chem- 
ists termed diphenylchlorarsine, has 
been suggested for the prevention of 
deaths by illuminating gas. The sug- 
gestion is made that a small propor- 
tion of this sneeze gas be mixed with 
the illuminating gas, so that if any 
of this escaping gas strikes the nose 
of a person innocently asleep it will 
awaken him quite abruptly.

OF MILLIONAIRES 


Many Terraced Slcyscrjaper 


Gardens 50 Stories Up 
Found in New York

New York—New York millionairers 


are living in pent-houses and ter- 
raced skyscraper gardens, forty or 
fifty stories up in the air, which 
would^'make the hanging gardens 
of Babylon look like the dugout at 
Yankee stadium. 


The twenty-room pent house on 


the roof of a Fifth avenue sky- 
scraper, the sale of which by the 
James Cox Brady estate was an- 
nounced Saturday, is typical of the 
retreats which the modern big city 
Croesusr not only here but in other 
large cities, is beginning to provide 
for himself. This pent-house has 
a 
particularly 
elaborate garden, 


high enough to be shielded from all 
intrusive views and overlooking the 
city on both sides. 


Within the last two years, the 


pent-house fashion has been grow- 
ing rapidly in New York. The reces- 
sed skyscraper has touched off the 
idea of the terraced garden, "also 
multipying rapidly, 
and it ia ap- 


parent that these two methods of 
building will be followed by wealthy 
persons in large numbers, in the fu- 
ture, as solving the problems of air, 
sunlight, privacy and view, which 
big city architecture has denied in 
the past. 
During the last iyear 


there has been a rush in building the 
tall, pyramidal structures, with a 
garden on each recessed roof, out of 
view from the street and affording 
all the seclusion of a country re- 
treat. 


These apartments, of course, are 


de luxe establishments and $20,000 
a year is not an unusual rent for a 
five or 
six-room apartment. 
The 


heating problem was at first difficult, 
as these places in the skies are ex- 
posed to all the winds that glow, 
but construction and heating en- 
gineers have solved this difficulty 
and, 
while pent-houses were first de- 


signed for summer occupancy, they 
now are in use the year around. 


OVERCOMING OPPOSITION 
There has been steady and con- 


tinuous opposition to the unrestrict- 
ed building of skyscrapers on Man- 
hattan island, but this has apparent- 
ly subsided and the last year has 
been the greatest in skyscraper con- 
struction in the history of the city.
